Cornin' and Coin' 


Tt will be 50 y ears ag o this co ming 
Aug ust 2 6 that final ratificatio n o f the 
1 9th Amendment g av e American wo men 
v icto ry in their lo ng strug g le fo r the rig ht 
to v o te. 
In 192 0 . ev ery o ne had his o wn o pinio n 
abo ut what it aug ured fo r the future o f 
the Republic. 
Male ho ldo uts warned that the twit- 
tery fem ales wo uld be taken in by the 
first matinee-ido l-ty pe po litician to co me 
alo ng . 
Others predicted that wo men wo uld 
merely v o te the way their husbands did, 
so why all the bo ther in the first place? 
The suffrag ettes, o f co urse, were cer­ 
tain that it marked the beg inning o f a 
g o lden ag e in which, under the watchful 
electo ral ey e o f wo men, war wo uld be 
o utlawed, co rruptio n ro o ted o ut o f g o v ­ 
ernment and so ciety , and the earth in­ 
herited by the wido w, the o rphan and the 
meek. 
No ne o f these thing s has happened. 
True, in the first presidential electio n 
in which they participated, wo men helped 
elect a handso me no nentity named War­ 
ren Harding . But so did the men. and 
Harding ’s v icto ry was mo re a reactio n 
to the late war than the appeal o f what 
a later g eneratio n co uld call his “ char­ 
ism a.” 
Also true, wo men did—and do —v o te 
much as their husbands do . But mo st 
co uples share sim ilar backg ro unds, be­ 
liefs and attitudes, o r they do n't g et mar­ 
ried. 
Truest and saddest o f all. female suf­ 
frag e has no t spectacularly chang ed hu­ 
man histo ry fo r the better. But it wo uld 
be g ro ss injustice to minimize the acco m ­ 
plishments o f the v o ting American wo m­ 
an o v er the past 50 y ears. 
In mid-February 192 0 . six mo nths be­ 
fo re the 1 9th Amendment went into ef­ 
fect, the Leag ue o f Wo men Vo ters was 
bo rn in Chicag o , direct o ffspring o f the 


Natio nal American Wo man Suffrag e As­ 
so ciatio n led by Carrie Chapman Catt. 


The immediate task o f the new leag ue 
was the po litical educatio n o f 2 0 millio n 
newly enfranchised wo men. It has since 
g ro wn into a unique, no npartisan o rg ani­ 
zatio n which pro mo tes po litical respo nsi­ 
bility amo ng all citizens and is to day a 
reco g nized fo rce in the making o f public 
po licy . 


The first majo r natio nal leg islativ e 
success fo r the leag ue was passag e o f an 
act pro v iding federal g rants-in-aid to the 
states fo r maternal and childcare pro ­ 
g rams, a campaig n which pitted it in a 
fierce battle with tho se who believ ed fed­ 
eral funds sho uld no t be used fo r so cial 
welfare. 


It first majo r defeat was Am erica’s 
rejectio n o f the Leag ue o f Natio ns. 
During the ’3 0 s and ’4 0 s, the Leag ue 
wo rked natio nally fo r passag e o f the So ­ 
cial Security Act, fo o d and drug leg isla­ 
tio n, 
minimum 
wag e 
and 
max imum 
ho urs laws, co llectiv e barg aining , feder­ 
al-state emplo y ment serv ices, unemplo y ­ 
ment insurance and a merit sy stem fo r 
hiring g o v ernment emplo y es, and o n lo ­ 
cal lev els fo r scho o l impro v ements, ho us­ 
ing , recreatio n, welfare and state v o ting 
reappo rtio nment. 


To day , with 1 6 0 .0 0 0 members in 1,3 0 0 
lo cal leag ues in ev ery state, the Leag ue 
o f Wo men Vo ters co ntinues its educatio n­ 
al and fact-finding wo rk in all these fields 
and mo re, including the majo r new issue 
o f env iro nmental po llutio n. 


The leag ue has desig nated its 50 th an­ 
niv ersary as The Year o f the Vo ter, a 
y ear in which it will put special empha­ 
sis o n undersco ring the v alue o f the fran­ 
chise in o ur sy stem o f g o v ernment. One 
o f its activ ities will be a natio nwide peti­ 
tio n to win co ng ressio nal representatio n 
fo r the residents o f the District o f Co ­ 
lumbia. 
Lesso n Eludes Pro bers 


It was pro bably inev itable that the 
celebrated 193 7 case inv o lv ing Supreme 
Co urt Justice Hug o Black wo uld g et tan­ 
g led up in the Senate’s inquiry into Judg e 
G. Harro ld Carswell, President Nix o n’s 
newest no minee to the hig h co urt. But 
the real lesso ns o f the Black affair seem 
to hav e escaped the debaters. 
The current discussio n has centered 
who lly o n whether Black’s then-admitted 
jo ining o f the Ku Klux Klan was any in­ 
dicatio n o f what kind o f judg e he wo uld 
make. His present fame as the prime de­ 
fender o f the Co nstitutio n’s Bill o f Rig hts 
is cited as pro o f his Klan membership 
was no sig nal o f reactio nary tendencies. 
But such pro o f was hardly necessary , 
since when named by President Franklin 
Ro o sev elt in 193 7 Black had a 1 0 -v ear 
liberal reco rd as a U.S. senato r fro m Ala­ 
bama as ev idence o f his basic bent. 
The first really instructiv e po int abo ut 
the Black case is that Ro o sev elt cho se 
him fo r purely po litical reaso ns. Black 
had g o ne do wn the line fo r FDR o n mo st 
o f his leg islatio n, including his plan in 
193.7 (beaten after a bitter fig ht) to pack 
the Supreme Co urt with an enlarg ing six 
new members. 
Histo rian Jam es MacGreg o r Burns 
say s Ro o sev elt did no t rate Black 
s leg al 
talents hig h. He had been o nly a po lice 
m ag istrate. FDR. g etting his first chance 
to alter the co urt’s then-co nserv ativ e 
do minance, wanted Black’s liberalism, 
no t his ex pertise. 
The disclo sures o f Black’s Klan mem­ 
bership fro m 192 3 to 192 5 stunned Ro o se­ 
v elt. Burns say s he to ld a friend: “ 1 did 
no t kno w . . . This is v ery serio us.” 
Much is being made to day o f the fact 
that in Nix o n’s hig h co urt no minatio ns 
o f bo th Carswell and the rejected U.S. 
Judg e Clement Hay nswo rth, inadequate 
inquiries failed to turn up co ntro v ersial 
ev idence. Ro o sev elt did no better. He co n­ 
sulted o nly two o r three peo ple, no ne o f 
them m Co ng ress. Yet Black’s Klan affil­ 
iatio n o f 192 3 -2 5 was well-kno wn to many 
lawmakers. 
Mo reo v er, there is an aspect o f the 
Black case which has no thing to do with 
Klan membership. There were serio us 
charg es ag ainst him that, as a driv ing 


Senate inv estig ato r o f ev ils in lo bby ing 
and the awarding o f mail co ntracts to 
shipping and airline co mpanies, he went 
far bey o nd the bo unds o f fair play — and 
so metim es o f the law itself. 
A 
bio g rapher, 
Charlo tte 
W illiams, 
writes that Black was said to be “ suspi­ 
cio us, into lerant and careless o f priv ate 
rig hts.” 
The New Yo rk Tim es’ Arthur Kro ck, 
mindful o f Black’s perfo rmance, said 
“ watchers o f his career hav e nev er dis­ 
co v ered a trace o f the judicial tem pera­ 
m ent.” 
The New7 Yo rk Herald Tribune said 
edito rially that his co nduct as an inv esti­ 
g ato r sho wed “ such a co mplete sco rn o f 
co nstitutio nal restraints as wo uld make 
his ascent to the Supreme bench a na­ 
tio nal trag edy . . . the no minatio n is as 
menacing as it is unfit.” 
Despite all this, the Senate appro v ed 
Black. 6 3 to 1 6 . fiv e day s after Ro o sev elt 
sent his name up. 
Befo re the v o te, his Klan membership 
was rev ealed by the Washing to n Daily 
News and o ne o r two senato rs o ffered to 
pro duce co nfirming witnesses. 
Later, mo re persuasiv e disclo sures by 
the Pittsburg h Po st-Gazette o n the Klan 
matter co mpelled Black to speak. 
Do cking at No rfo lk fro m a Euro pean 
trip . Black dealt with a hundred repo rt- 
*rs in a way that mig ht hav e warmed 
\ ice President Ag new’s heart: 
“ if I make any statement it will be in 
a way the peo ple can hear me and under­ 
stand what I hav e to say , and no t hav e 
to dep end o n so me parts o f the press 
which might fail to repo rt all I hav e to 
say .” 
Two day s later, he went o n radio to 
admit onef Klan membership, to brush 
aside as meaning less a Klan award o f a 
life membership card (in 192 6 after his 
First Senate electio n with heav y Klan 
backing). 
FDR 
nev er 
said 
w7hat 
he 
thou ght of Black’s respo nse. 
Bu t the liberal weekly , The Natio n, 
sensing a co nserv ativ e plo t in the who le 
affair, forgav e Black his Klan ties and 
su p p ort; say ing 
they were just the neces­ 
sary co nsequence o f his “ so uthern back­ 
g ro und.”

LAST MONTH, Senate For­ 
eign 
Relations Chairman J. 
W. Fu lbright decided to serv e 
the nation by p assing on, v ia 
the Congressional Record, a 
dov ish critic’s suggestion that 
the “little war” in Laos might 
balloon into a “huge, ugly war 
like Vietnam.” 


LET’S TRY to get that one 
in sensible p ersp ectiv e. 


LAOS DOES hav e the sp ace 
for it. North and South Viet­ 
nam together outdo it, bu t its 
9 1.000 squ are miles make it 
nearly 50 p er cent larger than 
South Vietnam alone. (Laos 
is a bit smaller than Oregon.) 


POPULATION is something 
else. 
By p resent 
estimates, 
the combined total of the two 
Vietnams is 38 million p eop le. 
Laos has 
ju st 
2.8 
million. 
More than half of these are 
hill p eop les scattered all ov er 
the tangled Laotian hills. By 
contrast, South Vietnam’s hill 
tribes, though they occup y 60 
p er cent of the nation’s land, 
accou nt for less than fiv e p er 
cent of the 18 million p op u la­ 
tion total. 


CERTAINLY the total fight­ 
ing force in Vietnam or adja­ 
cent backu p areas like Cam­ 
bodia mu st range between 1,- 
750.000 and 2,000,000 men — 
inclu ding U.S. forces, South 
Vietnamese 
regu lars 
and 
home u nits, the North Vietna­ 
mese and the Viet Cong. 


IN 
NORTHERN 
Laos, 
where the fighting for that 
cou ntry is centered, it would 
be a su rp rise if total forces 
on both sides mu ch ex ceed 
200,000. North Vietnam’s 50,- 
000 is the biggest single unit. 
Some 10.000 Meo tribesmen on 
the 
gov ernment 
side 
hav e 
been 
holding 
the 
strategic 
Plain of Jars and may now 
hav e to y ield it u nder new 
Red p ressu re. 


MUCH of the Laotian gov ­ 
ernment’s “fighting force” is 
that 
in name only , 
though 
sou rces say some u nits are 
imp rov ed. The same goes for 
the Red Pathet Lao, who hav e 
been directed from the start 
by Hanoi and are today large­ 
ly 
relegated 
to 
secondary , 
noncombat roles by the fight­ 
ing North Vietnamese regu ­ 
lars. 


CRITICS WHO LIKE to talk 
of America’s “secret war” in 
Laos make much of the p res­ 
ence of CIA agents, military 
adv isers 
in 
civ ilian 
dress 
tmost not now members of 
U.S. armed forces), helicop ­ 
ters and their p ilots, p lanes 
and their p ilots — with the 
aircraft used for ev ery thing 
from combat su p p ort of gov ­ 
ernment armies to drop p ing 
relief 
sup p lies 
to 
refugees 
(some 6 00,000 are rep eatedly 
on the mov e). 


WELL, THE SCALE of this 


activ ity 
is up 
some, it is 
known for sure. But as a p he­ 
nomenon it goes back to 19 54. 
Most of the time since then, 
the United States has been 
training, p ay ing, adv ising and 
ev en directing in combat the 
non-Red Laotian forces. 


THE CRITICS say we 
are 
“ru nning the war.” Most like­ 
ly , y es. But one way or anoth­ 
er we hav e been doing it for 
a long time. The only differ­ 
ence today is some adv ance 
in the nu mber of U.S. p erson­ 
nel inv olv ed (gu essed at 2.- 
150), and some change in the 
scale and character of their 
activ ities. 


OUR GOVERNMENT will not 
talk abou t these 
p articu lar 
things, and 
the 
critics who 
hav e intended to be boldest 
in their charges rev eal noth­ 
ing that has not gone on in 
one degree or another

Ly ndon 
Johnson op ted for a big U.S. 
military role in Vietnam in 
19 6 5, we already had 23,300 
adv isers, helicop ter units and 
others in that cou ntry . The 
first of some 50 U.S. Sp ecial 
Forces camp s was set up in 


the highlands In 19 6 1, 
with 
some Americans leading the 
fighting as well as training 
the famous “Montagnards.” 


THERE IS NO sign (indeed, 
mu ch p riv ate official assu r­

Tt ap p ears that, for on°e. 
the amateu rs and the little 
fellows hav e been doing some­ 
thing right.

at a clip y ou can tell how 
the 
p ublic 
feels 
abou t the 
market by watching the fig­ 
u re, p ublished daily , which 
show's how much of the day ’s 
trading consisted of odd-lot 
sales. When the ratio is in­ 
creasing, indicating that small 
inv estors 
arc 
in a 
buy ing 
mood, then the 
market 
is 
headed down, say s the rule 
— simp ly becau se “the p ub­ 
lic” has to be wrong. 
The 
p rofessionals, 
du ring 
the disastrou s y ear of 1969. 
of cou rse, were selling. The 
absence of bu y ers is what 
driv es p rices down to lev els 
such as we now hav e — the 
lowest in six y ears. And, .sure 
enough, the p ublic has been 
acting as contrary as a mule. 
But, in one resp ect, at least, 
a smart mule. 
“One 
of the few encour- 
ageing signs of 1969 was the 
way sales and redemp tions of 
mu tu al fund shares held u p ,” 
say s Dr. Harold Oberg, v ice 
p resident 
of 
Arthur 
Up p er 
Corp . and director of its mu ­ 
tu al fund research. Lip p er, an 
institu tional brokerage firm, 
fu rnishes elaborate comp u ter­ 
ized stu dies, to the trade, on 
mutual funds and their p er­ 
formance. 


Mutual 
fund i n v e s t o r s , 
Oberg writes in a British fi­ 
nancial 
p u blication, 
bou ght 
more shares 
than 
they re­ 
deemed, 
or sold, 
in 
ev ery 
month of 19 69. “Indiv idual in­ 
v estors 
were 
thu s 
making 
long-term commitments at re­ 
duced p rices,” he observ es, 
“ and taking adv antage of the 
dollar-cost av eraging p rinci­ 
p le.” 


That 
is 
the 
p rincip le 
by 
which y ou come out ahead, 
in the long run. if y ou contin­ 
ue to make p eriodic inv est­ 
ments of fix ed-dollar amou nts 
du ring a p rice slump . For ex ­ 
amp le, an inv estor buy s $100 
worth of shares *>v ery three 
months while the p rice of 
shares goes down, then comes 
back up . He makes his p u r­ 
chases at $5, $4, $3, $3, $4 
and $5. 


Add up those six p rices, and 
y ou get an av erage p rice p er 
share of $4. But get out y ou r 
p encil 
and 
see 
how many 
shares 
$100 
bought 
each 
time. 
You’ll find t hi s inv estor 
acquried 
156.6 shares for a 
total cost of $6 00. 
He has thus bettered the 
av erage p rice of $4, since at 
that p rice $6 00 would buy only 
150 shares. He owns 6 .6 addi­ 
tional shares. And since his 
$600 inv estment is worth $783 
at the recov ery p rice of $5, 
he has done v ery nicely du r­ 
ing the decline. 
Whether or not they know 
the 
name of the 
p rincip le, 
mu tu al fund inv estors on the 
whole hav e been dollar-av er­ 
aging w'hile the p rofessionals 
hands. And if y ou believ e that 
hav e be^n 
sitting 
on 
their 
p rices are going to recov er 
ev entu ally — as they alway s 
hav e as long as there has 
been a market — it seems 
that there are times when the 
little 
fellow docs something 
right, Wall Street doctrine to 
the contrary .

For this “cold canv assing” of 
the door-to-door v ariety , is the

Thereafter,

wou ld nev er keep looking at the 
ceiling and av oiding direct ey e 
contact with their parishioners. 
Nex t, I ’d train the stu dents 
to dram atize ideas, so I ’d bring 
in some su perb adv ertising copy 
writers to show them how to 
get max imu m attention v alu e 
ou t of words, 
whether 
printed 
or spoken. 
Why , 
I’v e 
hav e 
listened 
to 
preachers 
who 
cou ldn’t 
ev en 
awaken the interest of y ou ng­ 
sters in the “ Goldilocks” story 
or other thriller-diller children’s 
narrativ es! 
They didn’t ev en know how 
to dram atize su ch tales when 
other talented writers had al­
